In holding th at no person /'an act 
las judge and prosecutor, Attorney 
General W alter C. Owen has render­ 
ed an opinion which some local law­ 
yers believe may have a bearing on 
the case of deposed Police Sergeant 
{John W endling against the board of 
fire and police commissioners. 
In an opinion to State Oil Inspect­ 
or Lewis Meyer, Mr. Owen held that 
the officers of deputy oil inspector 
and county judge are incompatible. 
Although Attorney General Owen 
can find no express provision in the 
statute declaring the two offices in­ 
compatible, the fact that an oil in­ 
spector must m ake complaints for 
violations of the law within his jur­ 
isdiction and that in some cases the 
person may be arraigned before a 
county judge, “ before the sitting of 
the court having jurisdiction to try 
the case,” the positions would ap­ 
pear not to be in accord. 
In the Wendling case President 
John E. Langdon and Secretary L. C. 
Colman of the fire and police com­ 
mission preferred charges of miscon­ 
duct against Sergeant Wendling. 
They then sat as judges 
at 
the 
“ trial” w’hich resulted 
in his re­ 
moval from the police force. 
The W endling case is now in the 
hands of the supreme court, Wend- 
ling's attorneys having argued that 
the commission had no authority to 
prefer charges.
